£71,000 DEBT A HERITAGE

. Explaining why the auditor’s report for 
1934-1935, 1935-1936 was put on the agenda 
for the monthly meeting of Howth Urban Dis- 
trict Council, which was held last night, the 
Acting ‘Town Clerk, D. 8. Ua Greagain, said 
that the report already had been dealt with, 
but in viéw of a report which had appeared 
In a newspaper, the Chairman thought that 
it should be brought before that meeting sa 
that any wrong impression conveyed to the 
public by the newspaper report referred to 
might be removed. 

The auditor’s report mentioned that the 
Council was liable for £2,000 to the Dublin 
Corporation for Vartry water. It also stated 
that the Council’s loan. liabilities amounted 
to £71,C00 up to 3lst March, 1936, and, while 
that was perfectly correct, the impression 
might be given that that liability of £71,000 
had to be paid almost immediately. The in- 
tention of the Chawman was to make it quite 
clear that this sum represented loan liabilities 
which had been incurred before the members 
of that Council came into cffice, and was to 
be discharged over a number of years. The 
Council was just in the same pesition in re- 
gard to the payment of its loan liabilities as 
the Dublin Corporation was in regard to the 
payment of its '-n liabilities of over eight 
and a half millions. 

_ Mr. Burke asked had the present Council 
incurred any portion of the £71,000. 

The Acting Town Clerk replied that it had 
not. It had incurred one of £1,000, with 
which a grant of £450 was given. 

Mr. Burke—And this £71,000 was a herit- 
age of debt from previous years and there 
is no need for alarm, and no foundation for 
even a member of the Council stating that 
we are getting this borough into debt.

They are totally unsuited for use 
with such lamps, which should be used 
in conjunction with fittings which diffuse 
and screen the light adequately. Indirect 
glare is produced by reflection from 
polished surfaces of desks, glazed paper, 
metal, etc., and is even more harmful

The defendants, Christopher Smith, Lower 
Erne street, Dublin; P. J. Byrne, Croagh 
Patrick road, Dublin; Gerald Hayden, North 
King street, Dublin, and Matthew Brady, 
Roval terrace, Bray, were charged with 
having published a “ proposal or scheme for 
the sale of tickets or chances in a lottery,” 
and John Salmon, Winetavern street, Dublin; 
Thomas (” Brennan, Summerhill, Dublin, and 
Patrick Duffy, Parnell street, Dublin, were 
charged with having sold “ tickets or chances 
in a lottery.” 

Mr Kevin Hangh (instructed by the Chief 
State Solicitor) prosecuted; and Mr, L, Trant- 
McCarthy, solicitor, appeared for O’Brennan, 
Duffy and Smith, 

Detective Inspector Wyer gave evidence of 
having found football and other coupons 
exhibited for sale in the premises of some of 
the defendants. Smith, in a statement, told 
lim that he had been running the Westland 
Nap competition for two years. The total 
prizes were about £60 a week and 4,000 
conpons were sold weekly. Byrne said that 
his average weekly earnings from the sale of 
coupons was about £5. 

Mr. MeCarthy, who said that he did not 
Propose to call the ‘defendants, described the 
Act under which they had been. prosecuted 
as ‘‘one of the relics of the Paritanical days 
when Shakespearian actors were thrown into 
prison and football was not allowed on 
Sunday.’ The selling of these coupons had 
not previously been frowned upon by the 
authorities or declared illegal. The defendants 


were all respectable people. | : 
Mr. Haugh said that if the Court found

was £50.

FREEDOM FROM HARSH 


SHADOWS 


Deep shadows cast by members of the 
staff on their own desks, or workmen on 
their machines, obstruct their vision and 
reduce efficiency, whilst shadows in non- 
working areas give a gloomy and unbusi- 
nesslike appearance to the office. Shadows 
will be practically eliminated by choosing 
suitable types of fittings and installing 
them according to the makers’ recom- 
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mendations ; such fittings in offices should 
direct a considerable amount of light up- 
wards and sideways, so that the walls and 
ceiling are brightly lit. This will result 
not si in softer shadows and easier 
seeing, but will also create a favourab:e 
appearance, which impresses business

GENERAL AND LOCAL 
LIGHTING 


In the majority of cases, the ideal at 
which to aim is the provision of an almost 
even level of illumination over the whole 
of the working area by means of a genera! 
overhead system of lighting, utilising a 
comparatively small number of large 
fittings symmetrically suspended. Such 
an arrangement gives economy in installa- 
tion and running costs, and has the added 
advantage that the position of desks and 
work tables, etc., can be altered at will 
without the necessity of re-arranging the 
cb seg General lighting is _ alse 
advantageous in that letters can be read 
and notes taken when away from the 
actual desks, as frequently happens. 
Accidental breakage is also reduced, as 
the lighting fittings are well out of the 
way. 

In cases, however, where machines are 


8} Fí uneconomical, 
In such instances lotal lights should be 
used supplementary to a reasonable level 
of general illumination from overhead 
fittings. If the latter is omitted, the 
workshop or factory will appear dark 
with brilliant patches of light here and 
there, creating an atmosphere which is 
not only depressing, but is also very 
trying to the eyes. 

The better visibility resulting from good 
general lighting decreases the liability 
to errer, whilst the reduction in necessary 
“effort ” of the worker not only increases 
the working speed, but minimises fatigue, 
with all its resultant losses. Further, 
the provision of bright and cheerful ‘sur- 
roundings shows itself in the general 
alertness and response of the workers—a 
valuable asset to the employer. ~ 


LIGHTING EQUIPMENT 


The modern totally enclosed diffusing 
fitting is eminently suitable for office 
illumination. The excellent diffusion of 
light results in the absence of glare, 
whilst shadows are soft and luminous, 
and, since the walls and ceilings will be 
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lit up, the room presents a pleasing | 


appearance. Owing to the lamp being 
completely enclosed, deterioration of light 
output due to dirt is minimised. 

nder some conditions it is necessary 
to instai local lighting fittings to augment 
the gcueral illumination. These fittings 
may be of the fixed or en type ; but, 
to minimise accidental breakage, it is 
recommended that the latter type be used 
only in private offices. 


THE STUDY LAMP 


The study lamp is a special table 
lamp recently marketed by many of the 
leading manufacturers to conform to a 
standard specification which ensures a 
high level of diffused illumination over 
the desk or table where it is used. The 
standard incorporates a 100-watt lamp in 
a diffusing inner shade, whith directs a 
portion of the light up to the ceiling, the 
remainder being directed towards the 
working plane. The outer shade is of 
low brightness in order to avoid any poss} 
bility of glare, while the overall efficiency 
of the fitting is of a high value. 


COST OF GOOD LIGHTING 


An employer who is considering chang- 
ing from an mh mtn Pema meas 
or factory gs will first notice 
that the running cost of the new installa- 
tión will be somewhat higher than he is 
accustomed to. If, however, he compares 
these new’ costs with other running costs 
he will at once seo how very cheap good 
lighting really is, taking into account the 
benefits accruing from it. 

No business-like firm wodld hesitate to 
have its offices or workshops cleaned 
regularly and thoroughly, which in many 
cases costs more than the total electricity 
and lamp replacement charges; yet, both 
the cleanliness and the lighting have an 
important effect on the work of the staff. 
In some cases the lighting costs are less 
than that of the water supply, whilst they 
never amount to more than a very small 
fraction of the total establishment 
charges. ' 

It must be remembered that the cost 
of poor lighting is not shown by the 
current bill, but by the loss caused by the 
reduced efficiency of the whole staff when 
working under-insufficient light. When 
the manifold bie a which accrue 
from a ightin g system are con- 
sidered, geen seen that the money

A house in Westland terrace, Derry City, 
was wrecked this evening by an explosion 
which oceurred while a number of men 
were carrying out repairs to the gas 
service in the house.

Str,—It should prove very illuminating— 
in view of the recent correspondence which 
has taken place in connection with the price 
fixed for butter in the Free State—to note the 
fact that the Northern Government proposes 
to assist creamery milk suppliers by radsing 
the average price of milk supplied to 
creameries as from November, from 6d. to 
ód. per gallon, and for Grade C milk from 
7d. to 8jd. per gallon; whereas, ia contra- 
distinction to this policy, the Free State 
Minister for Agricuiture has declared that he 
will use all the powers vested in him tr 
coerce the dairy farmer into providing butter 
for the comparatively well-to-do substantially 
under costs of production. And this difference 
of policy is intensified by the fact that the 
costs of production in the Free State are 
materially higher than in Northern Ireland. 
Such an outrageous Ministeria! declaration, in 
face of the facts enunciated, is the very 
antithesis of democracy; and, if given effect 
to, especially in existing circumstances, would 
be an inexcusable violation of the Com- 
mandant : ‘‘ Thou shalt not steal.” 

It is hoped, therefore, that the creamery 
industry will make a resolute stand against 
the Minister's Cromwellian attitude which, in 
ettect, means starvation or gsluvery for the

Nearly a hundred years 
have passed since Belgian independence 
was guaranteed not only by the Germans, 
but by the other Great Powers of Europe.

When he invited 
Signor Mussolini to Germany the visit 
was advertised loudly. as proof of the 
strength ofthe Rome-Berlin axis, whereas, 
in fact, it was precisely the opposite. The 
Fuehver has just as little love for the 
Duce as the Duce has for him, and all 
the grandeur and~pomp of Germany’s 
reception to the Italian was intended to 
impress London even more strongly 
than Rome. German and Italian ambi 
tions on the Continent are irreconcilable. 
Herr Hitler’s dearest dream is the union 
of his mother-Austria with the Third 
Reich ; and, if anything can be regarded 
as certain in this incalculable world, it 
is that in the long run this dream will 
come true. Blood is thicker than water. 
The people of Austria may not be vehement 
Nazis; but they are Germans, and one 
day this fact will determine their country’s 
destiny. Nobody is better aware of Herr 
Hitler’s designs on Austria than Signor 
Mussolini, ‘who is determined, coúte que 
coite, to thwart them. When there was 
a slight danger after the murder of 
Dollfuss, Italian troops were rushed to the 
Brenner, and if the Nazis had made a false 
move there would have been war. Austria 
is the fulcrum on which the Rome-Berlin 
axis is balanced. Both the dictators 
doubtless had this thought in their minds 
as they listened to the cheers of the colossal 
claque in the Maifeld; and at least one 
of them must have been laughing heartily 
in his sleeve. Signor Mussolini knew

The Family 


During the last century men of science 
went far to shake all accepted beliefs. 
The Darwinians taught doctrines that 
Darwin himself would disown. Among 
the chief notions of the new philosophy 
was the idea of progress—the belief, not 
merely that the world was getting 
materiaNy better and better every day, 
but that every institution of society had 
evolved from something less desirable. The 
family was regarded as the product of long 
ages of development. Primitive man .ran 
in packs and was promiscuous in. habit. 
From the pack evolved the tribe, from the 
tribe the clan; and so, relatively late in 
history, clans split up into families, and 
couples began to mate for life and 
recognise their offspring. Such was the 
accepted theory of the family among many 
of the chief anthropoloyists until recently. 
Though truth must be followed wherever 
it leads, conservatively-minded persons 
were dismayed by the doctrine of the time, 
since it tended to loosen respect for an 
institution which it was more comforting 


to regard as rooted in nature and im. |

‘When Mr, Lloyd George introduced his 
insurance schemes some twenty-five years 
ago he was at once threatened with a 
strike on the part of mistresses who 
refused to do the stamp-licking for their 
maids, It was beneath their dignity, they 
maintained, to be compelled by a heartless 
State department .to do something which 
}maids should do for themselves, and even 
for their mistresses if the need arose. 
That little trouble was quickly negotiated, 
and for more than twenty years the busi- 
ness-of licking and affixing stamps to cards 
has proceeded in the most friendly fashion. 
A new trouble has arisen now. A writer 
in the British Medical Journal has thrown 
a brick which may have very serious 
effects, When a stamp is asked for at the 
post office it is pushed towards the pur- 
chaser with the gummed side downwards, 
so that the colour and the price may be 
discerned the more readily. What the 
purchaser is unable to discover is whether 
the gummed side of the stamp may not 
have been in contact with a bed of 
dangerous germs. There is clearly no need 
to enlarge upon the dangers involved in 
this practice; the Post Office must either 
stop presenting stamps on their backs, or 
purchasers must stop licking them. It 
may be, of course, that the Post Office 
authorities will retort in kind. They may 
say, truthfully, that they have provided 
damped pads on which stamps may be 
moistened ; but the pads are usually under 
somebody's elbow, and are not available 
for their normal use. It may be said, 
too, that when hundreds of millions of 
stamps have been sold without any notifica- 
tion of serious illness, the dangers cannot 
be so great. Those who draw attention 
to the dangers may find it difficult to pick 
holes in such an argument, and the record 
will reassure a public which does not like 
to find fault with its postal services. 
Whatever may be said for and against the 
‘cleanliness of Post Office counters, there is 
always the chance that a germ might have 
come from the air instead of from the 
gummed stamp. The licking of adhesive 
stamps has now become such a recognised 
form of sport that ‘anything likely to 
interfere with it might legitimately be 
frowned upon; as Sir Walter Scott might 
have said, pride is quelled and tongues are 
free. The great have fallen for its gum, 
and so far the small have not been unduly 
exalted. 


A Trust Betrayed 


Once upon a time—and it cannot have 
been so very long ago—Joseph Stalin de 
cided that there must be a director of the 
Moscow Zoological Gardens. He picked 
upon Comrade Ostrovsky, a choice which 
filled Comrade Ostrovsky with immediate 
pain, subsequent boredom, and eventually 
the fear of death. Comrade Ostrovsky 
was a victim of the Soviet system. An 
official of some kind was wanted, Comrade 
Ostrovsky was hanging about the Kremlin, 
and in less time than it takes to tell 
Comrade Ostrovsky was director of the 
“ Zoo.”’

He slapped the lot of them into one cage, 
and played dance music to them very 
loudly on a gramophone, At once Comrade 
Ostrovsky saw that there might be some. 
thing in this ‘‘ Zoo’’ business after all. 
He had under-estimated the entertainment 
value of his charges. The monkeys began 
to have amusing epileptic fits. Comrade 
Ostrovsky played records to the other

Gloom on the Exchange 


The situation on the London Stock 
markets to-day was gloomy in the 
extreme, as prices were lower in all 
directions, and dealers were quoting wide 
margins. The uncertdinties attendant on 
the international position have brought 
about a cessation of buying, and each 
successive selling order has a marked 
effect on prices. In the circumstances, it 
is not surprising that the advent of the 
next settlement day, which will be on 
Thursday week, will t» greatly dreaded, 
as speculators who are holding securities 
not paid for, but carried over from one 
account to the next, will have big losses 
to meet. In many cases, with a desire 
to find the necessary funds, other stocks 
are being sold, anu this, in turn, is help- 
ing to bring prices down. Operators 
point out that the only chance of recovery 
is for a clearing up of the international 
position. Rumours that the Committee of 
the London Stock Exchange intend to re- 
introduce dealings for cash only, and to 
do away with contangoes, are without 
foundation; as no special meeting of the 
Committee has been called. The sug- 
gestion has, no doubt, arisen as a result 
of the recent heavy falls in prices 
accentuated by the existence of an exten- 
sive speculative account. 

There was a private meeting of bankers 
in the Uity to-day im connection with the 
slump on the Stock Exchanue. It is 
believed that. the discussions revolved 
around the difficulties of an important 
Dutth finance house, which, in order to 
find additional cover against outstanding 
loans, was forced to liquidate heavily in 
London. Towards the close of business 
on the Stock Exchange there were some 
slight indications of a recovery. 


Protests on Behalf of Mosley 


While many public men have little 
sympathy with the Fascist movement

JAPANESE VICTORY

telegram). 

Thus the big battle that har been raging 
for some days past has ended in another 
important victory for the wopanem armies. 

The Japanese claim to have occupied 
Yuansheh, twenty miles south of 
Shihchiachwang, and the Singsing, the 
coal-mining centre, westwards, along the 
railway to Taiyuanfu. 

Yesterday's battle on the Shanghai front 
opened with forty-five minutes’ bombard- 
ment by the Japanese, after which their 
aeroplanes took up the attack, discharging 
their bombs, and at once returning to 
their bases for more in an attempt to blast 
down the Chinese defences. They specially 
concentrated on Chapei, where the Chinese 
right wing>is buttressed on the Inter- 
national Settlement, and which the 
Chinese have ordered to hold at all costs. 
The Chinese claim that their guns in 
Pootung across the river struck and 
damaged four Japanese transports, which 
were unloading supplies at the eastern end 
of the Fearais Setlanent. 


THE SECOND INCIDENT

SIX SHOTS TAKE 
EFFECT 


BEIRUT, Tuesday. 


R. J. THEODORE MARRINER, 

United States Consul-General 
here, and one of the most promising 
men in the American Diplomatic 
was assassinated to-day. 
His assailant, an Armenian named 
Meguerdich Karayan, was imme- 
diately arrested and is now being 
questioned by tle French authorities.

As he stepped out of his car 
the Armenian fired point-blank, and the 
Consul fell with six bullet wounds in the 
head, stomach and thighs.

It. is understood that Karayan was in 
the process of getting naturalisation 
papers for American citizenship, and on 
the basis of this he had asked for a pass- 
port, which was refused. 

The case is now in the hands of M. 
Timbal, the French Examining Magis- 
trate. 


CRIME A MYSTERY 


A later message says: According to the 
latest information, the theory that Mr. 
Marriner’s assailant bore a grudge be- 
cause he could not get a passport is in- 
correct. The true reason for the crime 
has not yet been revealed. 

Mr. Marriner had just come down from 
his summer residence at Brumana, 
Lebanon, when he was attacked. He was 
quite alone, except forhis chauffeur. 

After firing six shots the assassin tore 
down the American flag from the Consul’s 
car, and tried to run away in the direc- 
tion of another car which was, ap- 

rently, waiting. He was arrested imme- 
iately, however. 

Neighbouring residents claim to have 
observed a man watching the Consulate 
for several days past. It is expected that 
the police will issue a report on their in- 
vestigations to-day. 


MEMORIAL SERVICE 


Tt is learned in Jerusalem that Mr. 
Marriner’s body is being embalmed for 
despatch to America. A Memorial Ser- 
vice is being held this afternoon in the 
American Church at Beirut. 

The tragedy of the assassination is en- 
hanced by the fact that Mr. Marriner was 
regarded as one of America’s most bril- 
liant younger diplomats, and, it is un- 
derstood, was shortly to have been pro- 
moted to Minister. 

It is believed here that the Consul- 
General’s assailant was, undoubtedly, out 
of his mind. He had never met Mr. Mar- 
riner personally, and was, apparently, 
acting entirely on the strength of an 
imaginary grievance that the Consul had 
not afforded him the protection to which 
he was entitled. 

On the basis of incomplete information 
that the assassin was a disgruntled 
Armenian, it was indicated at the State 
Department yesterday that the Beirut 
incident is not likely to provoke any 
diplomatic breach between America and 
the mandated Governthent of Syria, says 
a Reuter New York telegram.

Another £1,300,000 from 
Lord Nuffield

Lord Nuffield has offered £1,000,000 to 
Oxford University for the building of a 
new college, to be specially devoted to 
social studies. With it he has offered a 
site worth £100,000, and a further en- 
dowment of £200,000 for medical research, 
oringing his proposed new gifts to a total 


of £1,300,000. 

Lord Nuffield’s offers, contained in 
letters to the Vice-Chancellor of the Uni- 
rye are :— 

(1) Sums aggregating approximately 
£1,000,000, of wink uil ás than 
£100,600 is to be used for the erection and 
equipment of a laboratory of physical 
chemistry, the first charge on the balance 
is the erection of a college building worthy 
of the highest traditions of Oxford 
architecture.’’ 

(2) A site for the college valued at 
approximately £100,000. 

(3) £200, in trust as additional en- 
dowment to his previous £2,000,000 gift 
for . medical research. This is for 
extensions to hospitals associated with the

Moderator, and directed the Government Committee of the Church to. 
take all steps within their power to have the position in Northern Ireland 
clarified as to the constitution of a Divisional Court. 


MURDER OF U.S. 


_ The case arose out of the decision of 
Lord Justice Best, sitting as a Divisional 
Court, in imposing a fine of £100 upon 
the Very Rev. Dr, Johnstone in connec- 
tion with a speech he made in the last 
General Assembly in moving the adoption 
of the report of the Temperance. Com- 
mittee, of which he was convener. In this 
speech Dr. Johnstone referred to a deci- 
tion of the Court in granting a new licence 
to a Belfast publican, and the judge held 
that the reference constituted contempt of 
Court and ordered Dr. Johnstone to pay 
a fine of £100 and to be kept in prison 
until the fine was paid. The fine was 
subsequently paid by some person whose 
name has wot been disclosed, but Dr. 
Johnstone has asserted that it was not 
paid with his authority. 

Senior counsel—Mr. E. Warnock, K.C., 
and Mr. J. M. Whitaker, K.C.—consulted 
by the Government Committee of the 
Church, expressed the opinion that Dr 
Johnstone had been guilty of contempt 
of Court, but cast doubt upon the con- 
stitution of the Divisional Court, formed 
of one judge by Lord Justice Best, who 
heard the case 

There was a large attendance at the 
meeting of ministers and elders of the 
Church from all parts of Ireland, in- 
cluding over 400 lay ruling elders, and 
there was a large attendance of the general. 
public, 

Early in the proceedings a motion that 
the meeting be held in private was de 
feated by an overwhelming majority. 


THE MODERATOR 


The Moderator (the Right Rev. Dr. 
Waddell) said that he had called them 
together at the request of twenty-two 
presbyteries to .consider the situation 
created by the judgment of the High 
Court of Justice in Northern Ireland in 
the case of the Attorney-General versus 
the Rev. T. M. Johnstone, B.A., D.D., 
for contempt of Court in its relation to 
the life and work of the Church. In 
accordance with their laws no other subject, 
whatever than that defined in the con- 
vening notice could be considered. 

Captain R. Watts, Legal Agent of the 
Assembly, then submitted the legal state- 
ment of the whole case, and read the 
opinions obtained from the two senior 
counsel. who stated that under the Judi- 
cature Act, 1877, which still applied to 
Northern Ireland, it was expressly pro- 
vided that a Divisional Court shall he 
constituted hy two of more judges. The 
courts of the Church enjoyed a qualified 
privilege. But as to privilege in respect 
of contempt of Court the opinion was that 
the Courts enjoyed no privilege whatever. 
Captain. Watts’ statement was receiv 
and entered on the records. 

The resolutions, which were printed, 
were then distributed and read by the 
Clerk. 


THE RESOLUTIONS 


In the resolutions the Assembly re. 
affirmed its loyalty te the teaching of the 
Westminster Confession of Faith and to 
the distinctive witness of the Church of 
Scotland ; and :

HE burning of Customs huts belonging 
to the Free State and Northern 
Ireland Governments by armed men on

ithe morning of the King’s visit to Belfast 


was described “at Dundalk Circuit Court 
to-day, before Aus. 'g Comyn, K.C. Sean 
Farrell, of Hill street, and Gerald Halfpenny. 
of Byrne's row, Dundalk, were charged with 
conspiring with other persons unknown to 
destroy a Customs hut at Carrickarnon; with 
possession of a. Thompson gun and a revolver, 
with intent to endanger life or cause serious 
injury to property. 

Halfpenny said. that he refused “to plead, 
but reserved the right to cross-examine 
witnesses, while Farrell refused to plead, and 
Judge Comyn entered a plea of not guilty. 

Mr. Martin Maguire, K.C., who prosecuted, 
intima that: evidence would be given to 
show that the Free State Customs ‘hut was 
some 20 or ó0 feet inside the County. Armagh 
border. That fact had only come to -light 
recently, and was proved in evidence by 
Lieutenant Hugh O'Neill, of the Free State 
Ordnance Department. 

Halfpenny asked if it was Mr. de Valera’s 
desire to safegtiard Lord Craigavon by ex- 
tending the border. 

Sergeant Smith, of the Ulster Constabulary, 
stated that when he was speaking to the 
officers at Carrickarnon at 1.40 a.m. he 
heard feotsteps and saw men coming from 
the direction of Dundalk. He heard the order 
‘‘Hands up.” There were seven men in the 
party, and they carried four revolvers, two 
rifles, and a machine gun. While the officers. 
and the police were standing on the road the 
Jeader of the armed narty addressed his own 
men, and said: “You know your orders; 
fail to carry them out and vou know the 
consequences—carry on.” While one party 
of men set fire the Free State Customs 
hut, others did the same to the Northery hut. 


* DON’T HESITATE ” 


The leader placed a zuard on the officers 
and police, and said: ‘‘ If they» make any 
move, don’t hesitate to shoot.” While the 
Free State hut was being fired one of the 
men broke the windows with a revolver. The 
party on the roadside was ordered not to 
move, and the raiders then went over a fence 
and cleared off.. Halfpenny was the leader 
and spokesman of the party, and Farrell car- 
ried the machine gun. .

THE WINTER MOTH. 

Writing on this subject in the Weekly Irish 
Times, the Garden Correspondent says :'— 
This is one of the most destructive pests that 

the hardy fruit-grower has to wage war 
against, and there are few, if any, fruit 
trees in the open immune from the 
ravages of its caterpillars, the apple, , 
being, perhaps, most susceptible to injury 
from its attacks. The insect commences 
to deposit its eggs upon the trees in the 
present month, so that there is no time 
to be lost in taking the necessary steps 
to frustrate its attacks by adopting the 
commonly recommende grease-band 
method of capturing and thus preventing 
the wingless female from ascending the 
trees.
